TEXT OF AMERICAN REPLY TO LAST GERMAN NOTE 


The Secretary of State to Ambassador Gerard. 


Department of State, Washington, July 21, 1315. 


You are instructed to deliver textuully the fol- 


lowing note to the minister of foreign affairs: 


"The note of the imperial German government 


dated the Sth of July, 10:5. has received the careful 
consideration 
of 
(he 
government 
of 
the 
United 


htates, and it regrets lo be obliged to say that it 
has found it very 
unsatisfactory, because it fails 


to meet the real differences between the two gov- 
ernments and indicates j.o way in which the ac- 
cepted 
principles of law and 
humanity 
may be 


applied in the grave matter in controversy, but 
proposes, 
on the 
contrary, 
arrangements 
for 
a 


partial suspension of those principles which vir- 
tually set them aside. 


"The 
government of the United States notes 


with satisfaction that the imperial German govern- 
ment recognizes 
without re-servailon the 
validity 


of the principles Insisted on in the several com- 
munications which this government has addressed 
to the Imperial German government 
with regard 


to its announcement of a, war zone and the uso of 
submarines against merchantmen on the high seas— 
the principle that the high seas are free that the 
character and cargo of a merchantman must lirsi 
be ascertained before she can lawfully be seized 
or destroyed, and that the lives of non-combatants 
may In no case be put in Jeopardy unless the ves- 
sel resists or seeks to escape after being summoned 
to submit to examination; for a belligerent act of 
retaliation is per sc an act beyond the law and 
the defence of an act as retaliatory Is an ad- 
mission that It is illegal. 


"The government of the United States is. how- 


ever, keenly disappointed 10 find that the imperial 
German 
government regards 
itself as 
in large 


degree exempt from the obligation to observe these 
principles, even 
where 
neutral vessels are 
con- 


cerned, by what it believes the policy and practice 
of the government of Great Britain to lie in the 
present war with regard to .neutral commerce. 


"Th? imperial German government will readily

TEXT OF AMERICAN REPLY TO LAST .GERMAN NOTE 


The Secretary of State to Ambassador Gerard. 


Department o( State, Washington. July 21, 1015. 


You are instructed to deliver textunlly the fol- 


lowing note to the minister of foreign affairs; 


'The note of the Imperial German 
government 


dated the Stli of July, 1915, has received the careful 
consideration 
of

Stales, and it regrets to be obliged to Hay that it 
nas found H very unsatisfactory,

to meet the real difference;! between the two gov- 
ernments and indicates i.o way in which the ae- 
ccpied principles -of law and
